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SUBJECT: PROPOSED SEMINAR ON INDUSTRIAL SAFETY AND 
OCCUPATIONAL HEALTH 
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1 . DOL HAVING DIFFICULTY MEETING DATES PROPOSED IN REFTEL 
DUE TO CONFLICT WITH TEACHING SCHEDULES OF THREE 
UNIVERSITY PROFESSORS AND THANKSGIVING HOLIDAY. REQUEST 
LABOR ATTACHE PURSUE THE POSSIBILITY OF NOVEMBER 1-15 
INSTEAD OR ANY ALTERNATE TWO WEEKS WHICH END NO LATER 
THAN NOVEMBER 20, FOR ENTIRE MISSION. DOL WOULD THEN 
ATTEMPT TO ARRANGE COVERAGE BY PART OF THE MISSION FOR 
THE CHEMICAL SYMPOSIUM AND OTHER VISITS BY STAGGERING 
ARRIVAL AND DEPARTURE OF MISSION MEMBERS. 

2. THE SITES, COMMENTS AND PLANS SUGGESTED BY DR. WEBER 
ARE SOMEWHAT DIFFERENT THAN THOSE DISCUSSED DURING 
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GOLDEN’S MARCH VISIT. IT APPEARS THAT DR. WEBER HAS NOT 
REVIEWED THE SEMINAR OUTLINE THAT WAS SENT OR RECALLED 
ALL ITEMS REQUESTED BY HIM AND/OR HIS STAFF. MOST OF 

REQUESTS MADE IN MARCH TO GOLDEN WERE COVERED IN THE 
OUTLINE SENT TO LABOR ATTACHE MAY 7 FOR DISCUSSION 
WITH WEBER. THE WAY DOL INTERPETS REFTEL, WEBER IS 
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ABANDONING ITEMS DISCUSSED WITH SHEA AND GOLDEN FOR 
NEW TOPICS INVOLVING A MORE LIMITED AUDIENCE. 

AS EXAMPLES, NO TIME IS ALLOWED FOR CONTACTS WITH TRADE 
UNIONS AND INDUSTRY IN RIO, TOPIC DISCUSSIONS ARE 
RESTRICTED TO THE ROLE OF GOVERNMENT IN SAFETY AND 
ALEGRE IS ADDED AS A THIRD SITE. 

3. SINCE GOLDEN'S VISIT, THE US CONSULATE IN PORTO 
ALEGRE HAS REQUESTED THE DOL TO PRESENT A SEMINAR ON 
AGRICULTURAL SAFETY UNDER CONSULATE SPONSORSHIP. DOL 
HAS AGREED TO DO THIS IN MARCH 78 (SEE CORRESPONDENCE 

BETWEEN BUGBEE AND BARR DATED APRIL 22 AND MAY 10, 

1977.) IN VIEW OF DOL AND CONSULATE COMMITMENTS ON THIS 
SEMINAR, DOL BELIEVES VISIT TO PORTO ALEGRE IN 
NOVEMBER WOULD BE SUPERFLUOUS. HOWEVER, DOL IS PREPARED 
TO OBLIGE IF DR. WEBER INSISTS. DOL COULD IF NECESSARY 
MOUNT A PRESENTATION FROM AMONG PRESENT MISSION 
NOMINEES, THOUGH THERE IS NO EXPERTISE ON MISSION IN 
AGRICULTURAL SAFETY AND A LIMITED KNOWLEDGE OF PESTICIDES. 
IN DOL VIEW, THE ONLY VALUE OF A VISIT TO PORTO ALEGRE 
THIS YEAR WOULD BE TO SEEK INFORMATION FOR 1978 SEMINAR 
AND PROMOTE GOOD WILL. 

4. IN REFERENCE TO DR. WEBER'S SAO PAULO AGENDA SUGGEST- 
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IONS: GOLDEN AND I AMES MACK HAD EXTENSIVE CONVERSATIONS 
WITH THE BRAZILIAN ACCIDENT PREVENTION ASSOCIATION S 
(ABPA) EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE AND COMMITTED DOL TO PRESENT 
SEVERAL SUBJECTS DURING THE SEMINAR OF SPECIAL 
INTEREST TO THE ABPA. THESE SUBJECTS WERE INCLUDED IN 
THE OUTLINE. IN ADDITION, ABPA HAS IN ITS ORGANIZATION 
THE SAFETY OFFICERS OF SEVERAL BRAZILIAN AUTOMOBILE 
PRODUCERS AND FOUR AUTO COMPANY REPRESENTATIVES WERE 
AMONG THOSE WHO MET WITH GOLDEN ANED MACK. ALSO 
THIS GROUP DISCUSSED THE IDEA OF A JOINT SEMINAR WITH 
AUTO UNIONS TO EXPLORE SAFETY PROBLEMS AS A COOPERATIVE 
VENTURE OF LABOR AND MANAGEMENT, AN IDEA THAT AUTO UNION 
REPRESENTATIVES ALSO ENDORSED. 

5. IS THE NATIONAL FOUNDATION OF INDUSTRIAL SAFETY AND 
OCCUPATIONAL HEALTH THE SAME ORGANIZATION AS ABPA OR ARE 

THEY CONNECTED IN SOME WAY? IF NOT, WHAT CONFLICT WILL 
ALL OF THIS CAUSE AND WHAT CAN POST OR WEBER DO TO 
RESOLVE OR AVOID IT? ELIMINATE PORTO ALEGRE AND USE 
THE TIME IN SAO PAULO? 
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ABPA ALSO HAS A U.S. VISIT SCHEDULED FOR 30 PERSONS IN 
OCTOBER FOR WHICH THE DOL HAS ARRANGED A PROGRAM AT THE 
SAO PAULO U.S. CONSULATE S REQUEST. FROM HERE THERE 
APPEARS TO BE NO GRACIOUS WAY TO AVOID PRESENTING A 
PROGRAM IN SAO PAULO THAT INCLUDES ABPA. 

6. THE UAW REPRESENTATIVE ALREADY RECRUITED FOR THE 
LABOR MISSION WILL WANT TO MEET WITH BRAZILIAN 
AUTOWORKERS IN ANY CASE, EVEN IF WE DO NOT HAVE FORMAL 
SESSIONS ON SAFETY. THIS COULD BE DONE AFTER SEMINAR 
SESSIONS. DOL ALSO NEEDS EMBASSY THINKING ON WHETHER 
ORIGINAL IDEA OF CONTACTING SAO PAULO AUTOWORKERS' 

UNION AS IMPORTANT TARGET GROUP AS WAS SUGGESTED BY 
EMBASSY AND AIFLD OFFICERS CAN NOW BE ABANDONED 
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GIVEN FACT THAT DOL HAS OBTAINED UAW PARTICIPATION 
AND INTEREST IN A PROGRAM DESIGNED TO ADVANCE AND 
IMPROVE AUTO UNION RELATIONSHIPS. DOL SEES VALUE OF 
SUCH CONTACT BEING MADE. 

7. DOL WILL ADIUST SEMINAR AGENDA, EXCLUDING WORKMEN 
COMPENSATION AND EMPHASIZING VOLUNTARY COMPLIANCE. 

8. DOL REQUESTS POST ANSWER SOONEST. CHRISTOPHER 
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
